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WILLIAM E. DAVIS 


Dr. William E. Davis, Trustee for the Third District, suffered a cere- 
bellar thrombosis Thursday, May 4th, soon after he had finished delivering 
a lecture at the recent state meeting. He was taken to the York Hospital 
and died there the following Sunday evening about 9:15 o’clock. He was 
64 years old. 

Dr. Davis had left a meeting of the Board of Trustees to deliver his 
scheduled lecture on economics. The office of Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees would become vacant in a few hours when Dr. W. J. Robinson 
assumed his office as President-elect. “Bill” Davis was the logical man to 
take his place; hurriedly the Board elected him Chairman and deputized 
one of their number to convey the message to him in the hospital. His con- 
dition was such that he probably never knew this last well earned honor had 
been bestowed upon him. 

Born in Plymouth, near Wilkes-Barre, Dr. Davis worked as a boy in 
the Nottingham colliery. Later he worked as a clerk in the office of a coal 
company and left there to enter dental school. Graduating from Medico- 
Chi in 1903, he opened an office in Wilkes-Barre where he practiced until 
his death. 

Dr. Davis was another one of those stalwart workers in the ranks of 
organized dentistry whose absence will be deeply missed. He was very 
active in the Susquehanna Dental Society, serving as its President in 1924. 
President of the Luzerne County Dental Society in 1921, he never allowed 
his interest to flag and always played a vital part in the activities of this 
society. Trustee for his district since its formation, he was also chairman 
of the Board of Governors of the Third District for some time. 

Chairman of the Budget Committee of the Board of Trustees for sev- 
eral years, it was only fitting and proper that the one who installed the 
system should watch over it and nurture it until a healthy growth had been 
established. Dr. Davis also devised the masterly bookkeeping system now 
in use by the state society and vigilantly watched for any unnecessary pay- 
ment of money from the state treasury. 

During the battle to secure favorable legislative consideration of our 
dental bill, Dr. Davis did yeoman work covering his own territory and or- 
ganizing support for the bill. 

Mrs. Davis fell and fractured her elbow on Monday after her husband 
had left for York, adding a painful complication to her great loss. She 
was able, however, to go to York and be with him until the end. 

The funeral services were held on Wednesday, May toth, from the 
Davis homestead, 333 East Main Street, Plymouth. Dr. Davis’ home was 
in Kingston, but on account of his wife’s injury the services were held at 
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his sister’s home in Plymouth. The active pall bearers were Drs. S. H. 
Straessley, L. F. Moran, Paul Matusavage, J. B. Flanagan, and E. R. 
Aston. The honorary bearers were some of his many friends, including the 
officers of the state society, nearly all of whom were present. 

Dr. Davis found time to be very active in fraternal circles as well as 
in his professional societies. A past Exalted Ruler of the Wilkes-Barre 
Lodge, No. 109, of the Elks, he was also a member of Lodge No. 61, F. & 
A. M., Caldwell Consistory, and Bloomsburg and Irem Temple of the 
Shrine, Wilkes-Barre. 

He is survived by his widow, Luzetta Lynn Davis; three brothers, 
Harry R. of Kingston, Clarence B. and Sheldon, Jr., of Plymouth; two 
sisters, Mrs. S. T. Romberger and Mrs. William T. Jones, both of 
Plymouth.

Jay, of Michigan, held his audience (all except Fred 
Miller) with a discussion of some of the research work being done on dental 
caries, particularly that being done by his group at Ann Arbor. The new 
feature, the symposiums, was popular and the informal discussion carried 
on within the group livened up the presentation a great deal. There were 
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many other good speakers, but space does not permit a longer discussion, 
The clinics of Thursday afternoon were very well attended. 

The total registration at the meeting was 847, of which number sor 
were members of the state society. Very, very good!

Elsewhere in this issue you will find a condensation of a criticism of 
the now famous Swanish report. To further clarify the discussion, some 
other pertinent facts should be mentioned. The author of the report is 
Peter T. Swanish, Ph.D., Chief Division of Statistics and Research, 
Illinois Department of Labor. Quoting from his instructions, “We want a 
statistical analysis of these data—nothing more. We are not interested in 
proving any particular thesis which the profession might hold concerning 
changes in the practice of dentistry which are suggested by the terms im- 
plicit in any health insurance program.” 

Dr. Swanish himself willingly admits that, “There is a difference of 
approximately twenty to twenty-five per cent in the fees shown in the low 
as compared with the most prevalent dollar figure.”” This would change the 
$53 amount to a figure between $39.75 and $43.60—a very considerable 
difference when multiplied by thousands of employees. 

Dr. Herbert E. Phillips, the author of the criticism, was for five years 
Chairman of the Committee on the Costs of Dental Care in co-operation 
with the Hoover Committee on the Cost of Medical Care. This committee 
was appointed by the Trustees of the A. D. A. 

The use of the Swanish report by the A. D. A. Health Program Com- 
mittee at the Washington conference was opposed by at least one member 


of that committee.

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YORK MEETING COMMITTEE REPORTS 
REPORT OF THE INSTITUTIONAL COMMITTEE 


The members of the committee felt that it would be advisable to send 
a form letter to some 291 recognized hospitals in Pennsylvania with a ques- 
tionnaire to be filled out to determine the dental facilities in each institution. 





We were just about to send out this form letter and questionnaire when 
we learned that a similar study, nation wide in scope, was being undertaken 
by the American Dental Association. Dr. S. R. Lewis, Secretary, informed 
us that as soon as the study was completed he would forward a mimeo- 
graphed copy to us. We have not yet received this information. We also 
discovered that the Big Brothers Bureau of the Pennsylvania State Dental 
Society was sending a similar questionnaire to 600 institutions in order to 
compile statistics in the interest of a better public health service. A copy 
of one of these questionnaires sent out under the direction of Dr. F. S. 
Rusca disclosed that it contained practically the same material we intended 
to include in our questionnaire. For these reasons our questionnaire was 
not sent. 


Your Institutional Committee has been informed that dental clinics in 
certain institutions operated as charity hospitals are taking as free or part- 
pay patients those who are well able to afford ordinary dental fees. 


This committee suggested that in those communities where charity 
clinics are encroaching upon the practice of the society members, that a 
check up be made with the organized charities and the credit board of the 
community. Reports have also come in that the full-time staff dentist in 
several state institutions for the treatment of mental diseases have been 
rendering more or less complete dental service to the employee. This com- 
mittee feels that the dentists in these institutions should confine their activi- 
ties entirely to the inmates and should not render dental services to the 
employees. 


In May, 1934, Dr. L. G. Grace, then Chairman of the Institutional 
Committee, suggested that all class A hospitals as set forth by the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons should have a staff dentist. It was suggested that 
our representative on the A. D. A. be instructed to call this matter to the 
attention of the proper authorities of that body. We have no record that 
this has been done. This committee again suggests that this matter be taken 
up with the A. D. A. to be proposed to the College of Surgeons.

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REPORT OF THE AMERICAN DENTAL ASSOCIATION 
RELIEF COMMITTEE 

For several years your committee has been trying to persuade the 
office in Chicago to make some changes in the manner and time they dis- 
tribute the Christmas seals. So far this has been impossible. In previous 
years, we did get a little co-operation ; this year we got none. 

At the conference held in St. Louis, October, 1938, your representative 
presented a number of ideas to promote the sale of seals. One was to get 
the seals in the hands of our members before those of other organizations 
who issue Christmas seals. Another suggestion was to have a supply in the 
hands of our District Committees in late October or early November, so 
that personal solicitation could be made at the district meetings. Many of 
the other states joined in the request. Because the A. D. A. meeting was 
held in October, it was impossible to get them for 1938; we do hope to have 
a supply this year. 

Since the change in the A. D. A. Relief Commitee and the placing of 
the secretary’s office in Chicago, the routine work is handled, I presume, 
from the A. D. A. office in Chicago. For the first time in the history of the 
Relief Fund, there is now, I believe, a paid secretary to take care of the 
work involved. Heretofore, we were able to say that every dollar collected 
went into the Relief Fund; we can say that no longer. 

Quoting from Dr. Fred Adams, Chairman of the A. D. A. Relief Fund 
Committee, “The attention of the Board of Trustees and the House of 
Delegates is called to the fact that, although there are many constituent 
bodies which make liberal contributions to the Fund from their treasuries, 
the A. D. A. contributes nothing. This is in spite of the implied agreement 
made at the Cleveland meeting. For years our Committee has used the 
slogan, ‘Every dollar goes into the fund; no rent, no salaries, no other 
overhead except the expense necessary to the distribution of the seals.’ 
This was a true statement, but is so no longer. The expense of the Relief 
Commission was formerly taken from the General Fund, but since last year 
it has been taken from the Relief Fund. It would seem that a cause as 
worthy as this should receive some financial support from the parent or- 
ganization. If the organization is not willing to support the Fund, how 
can they expect the component bodies or individual members to maintain 
an interest? There is no activity of the Association more important than 
the Relief Fund and our Committee is entitled to every possible help from 
the parent body in our efforts to build up the Fund to a point where more 
substantial aid can be given our unfortunate members.” 

I wish to express my thanks to the District members of the Commit- 
tee for their untiring efforts to raise our per capita contributions which, 
owing to economic conditions, we have not been able to do this year. 
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We would again recommend to the incoming President, the re-appoint- 
ment on this Committee, of the District representatives who are familiar 
with the work.

REPORT OF THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE 

In accepting the chairmanship of this committee it was not antici- 
pated that there would be any considerable amount of legislative activity 
during this year. With the convening of this state assembly, however, there 
were rumors of attempts to either amend, or repeal in its entirety, the 
amendment to our dental act pertaining to the control of advertising. 
Fortunately these rumors have failed to materialize up to the present time, 
although we have been constantly on the alert, watching and preparing a 
defense for any unfavorable developments. 

The Public Health Legislative Conference has been holding frequent 
meetings since mid-summer, and just prior to March Ist there were several 
discussions relative to a comprehensive plan of voluntary health insurance 
in which all members of the healing arts professions would participate. Our 
observer in this conference, Dr. R. M. Walls, was certainly most active in 
his support and defense of the interest of dentistry in these discussions. 

There have been developments since March tst which, upon request 
of Dr. Walls, have taken much time on the part of your chairman and the 
Business Manager, in a vigorous effort to prevent passage of legislation 
which did not allow the participation of all groups of the healing arts pro- 
fessions. Dr. Walls is best qualified to give you further details on this angle. 

For the benefit of the Legislative Committee coming up, may we rec- 
ommend that members of our society throughout the state who are either 
professionally or socially close to members of the assembly be listed as 
“key-men” to co-operate with this committee, and also that their permis- 
sion be obtained in writing allowing this committee to use their names on 
form letters, telegrams, etc., when the employment of such measures would 
facilitate a wide spread contact with members of the assembly. This would 
effect a great saving in time, correspondence and costs of long distance 
telephone calls. This method has been employed to great advantage, I am 
told, by the medical and osteopathic organizations in their legislative 
activities. 

This committee acknowledges the co-operation of the legislative com- 
mittees of the other healing arts groups, of our secretary, Dr. Lawyer, in 
promptly forwarding all notices of proposed legislation received by him 
from the national committee on legislation, and especially that of our Busi- 
ness Manager, Dr. Hollister, for the many hours of able assistance he has 
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rendered both in the business office and on Capitol Hill. Dr. Hollister’s 
prompt response to call, day or night, together with his experience and wide 
acquaintance, have made him invaluable to this and many other committees.

REPORT OF THE MEMBERSHIP COMMITTEE 


The committee feels that with the continued depression and its in- 
dustrial shut-downs in many parts of the state, this report indicates a very 
healthy situation as to membership. This is the first year that the Member- 
ship Committee has functioned as an elective body and the chairman can 
not be too enthusiastic in reporting the co-operation of all district com- 
mitteemen. It has been truly inspiring to note the enthusiasm with which 
the members of the committee have done their work. The reports from the 
various districts indicating many actual hours were spent either in the field 
making direct individual contacts, or at the desk writing to and directing 
other individual workers. 

The Harrisburg office has proved itself to be indispensable in the con- 
duct of the membership drive, supplying accurate lists of eligible men by 
counties to the various district membership chairman. The central office 
also supplied individual working cards for all eligible dentists. Many of 
these cards have been returned to that office with notations indicating a 
personal contact by someone whether an approach was secured or not. 
These cards should prove of great value to the men working on subsequent 
membership drives. The Harrisburg office handled almost all of the cor- 
respondence incident to the duties of the committee. Five thousand, seven 
hundred and sixty-six pieces of first class mail were sent out from there 
during the year and two thousand, one hundred and forty-two pieces of 
fourth class mail. 

At the last annual meeting of the Board of Trustees they voted a sum 
not to exceed $600 for the use of the Membership Committee for promot- 
ing an intensive campaign planned by an experienced promotional com- 
pany. The material supplied as the first mailing piece in this campaign 
proved objectionable in some parts of the state and the propoganda mailing 
phase of the campaign was discarded. However, one of the features used 
which proved of considerable value, was a personal invitation to attend 
annual district meetings to which the prospective member guests were in 
a great many instances personally invited by individual members. They 
were not solicited for membership at the time of the meeting but on the 
program in each instance where this plan was used there was a speaker who 
stressed the value of membership in organized dentistry. When the plan 
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was formulated, Dr. Geo. W. Clapp agreed to cover the state by districts 
delivering the talk designed to arouse interest in membership, the only cost 
to the local or state society for his appearance was to be the placing of 
radio educational program, “The Dentist Says,” in at least one school 
district in each dental district in which he appeared. This radio program 
was placed in school districts in about four dental districts and reports at 
this writing indicate enthusiastic approval of such means of dental health 
education. It is suggested that the Oral Hygiene and Dental Health Edu- 
cation Committee investigate this plan for possible use next year. The 
Harrisburg Office will be glad to co-operate with that committee along 
these lines. Dr. Clapp’s illness prevented any personal appearances, but in 
two districts his associate, a Mrs. Hawkes, spoke and was favorably 
received. 

Early in the fall each district membership committeeman was supplied 
by the central office with a list of all registered dentists in his district by 
counties together with individual work cards as before mentioned. The 
district committeemen called upon individual members to take one or more 
cards and make personal contacts, noting on the card the result of his visit. 
In addition to this personal contact, a letter was sent out in October from 
the central office of the A. D. A. over the signature of the then President, 
C. Williard Camalier, to every eligible dentist in the state (lists supplied 
by our central office), setting forth the advantages of belonging to organ- 
ized dentistry and including an invitation to join through local groups. In 
November, a letter was sent to every eligible dentist in the state over the 
signature of our President, Dr. R. M. Walls, as a follow-up to Dr. 
Camalier’s letter. 

In March, 1939, the Harrisburg Office prepared and sent lists (by 
counties) of all registered dentists in the state showing their membership 
status from 1937 to date. At the same time, personal letters were sent to 
all men delinquent in 1938, setting forth reasons why they should place 
themselves in good standing in the state society. This letter was signed by 
the Chairman of the Membership Committee. Still another personal letter 
was addressed to every man who was a member in 1938 but who had not 
yet paid his dues for 1939. This letter was similar to the one sent to 1938 
delinquents and was signed by the committee chairman. In addition to this, 
our Executive Secretary visited every district in the state to stimulate in- 
terest in the membership drive. 

One new society was formed during the year. This society, the Cum- 
berland Valley Dental Society, subdivides the district covered by the Har- 
risburg Dental Society and is centered at Chambersburg, fifty miles from 
Harrisburg. For several years past about 50% of the eligible men in the 
Cumberland Valley have been members of the state society. This new 
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organization starts off with 100% membership, which proves the wisdom of 
its existence. 

(Following this paragraph, the report gives detailed statistics on the 
membership which for economy of space are mostly omitted. However, a 
few of the totals are given below.)

These figures prove that there has been a lot of fine work done, and 
to me as Chairman of the Membership Committee it has been a continual 
inspiration to note the willingness with which all who were asked did their 
part. It also shows us to be in better shape from a membership stand- 
point than we were last year. I think it is entirely logical and safe to 
predict that we will exceed our last year’s membership by a good margin. 

The expenses of the committee were:

The printing expense of $107 was for printing the propaganda, which 
was disapproved, making this a useless expenditure. 

With a gain in new or reinstated members as a result of this drive, it 
is felt that the money spent has produced satisfactory results. There is a 
group of currently delinquent members numbering 590; members who 
were in good standing in 1938 but who have not yet paid for 1939. ‘We 
hope the local membership committees will continue to function in an 
attempt to bring in these delinquents. If they can all be brought in we will 
have the largest membership in the history of our society. 


RECOM MENDATIONS 

As a result of the past year’s experience, we recommend that a similar 
plan be operated during the coming year. Our experience should improve 
the efficiency of our efforts greatly. We recommend that funds be budgeted 
for membership committee work. This past year the money was taken 
from the emergency fund. 

I would like to cite here some methods used in other parts of the 
country to stimulate interest in membership for our society. One of the 
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districts in New York state, which includes Rochester, made their personal 
canvass very effective by calling on the prospective eligible member at his 
home with his wife present. They reported an unusually high percentage 
of applications by using this method, their explanation being that the wife, 
after hearing the story of benefits to be derived from membership, would 
influence her husband to join. 

For the past two or three years the Minnesota State Dental Society 
has had members who were amateur motion picture photographers take pic- 
tures of the officers and various committees of the state organization and 
prepared a standard talk which showed the enormous amount of work ac- 
complished by these groups. These talks were designed to show the prospec- 
tive member the importance of the dental organization. They have been 
shownat strategic points throughout the entire state to audiences of members 
and ethical non-members who were brought to the meetings by the mem- 
bership committees. The report on this method has been most enthusiastic. 
It has in effect accomplished two things—one, the arousing of interest in the 
non-members, and the other the renewing the interest of the nominal mem- 
ber in good standing. Such a film could be presented in Pennsylvania at a 
very nominal cost and the committee recommends that this idea be in- 
vestigated. 

In some other state group accident and health insurance plans avail- 
able at a material discount only to members of the state society have proved 
of value. The insurance committee of our society is at present inaugurating 
such an opportunity. 

The larger professional liability insurance companies writing business 
in Pennsylvania have been of material help in holding and increasing our 
membership due to the fact that they will not write such protection for any 
dentist who is not a member of organized dentistry. With all the benefits 
and protection derived from membership in organized dentistry, it is hard 
to see why any eligible dentist will not affiliate himself if canvassed properly.

Report of the Committee on Reports of Officers and Committees 


1. Concerning the report of the Institutional Committee, we desire to 
express our hearty concurrence in all that it contains. We suggest that a 
copy of the report be given our representative to the A. D. A. and we urge 
that its recommendation be presented to the American Dental Association 
for proposal to the American College of Surgeons. 

2. This Committee believes with the Committee on Relief and A. D. 
A. Seals, that all money contributed for the purpose of relief to needy 
members of the profession should be used for that purpose only ; and that 
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the expense of the Relief Commission should be paid for out of the General 
Fund. We agree, also, that district representatives familiar with this work 
be appointed to the new Relief Committee. 

3. With the Legislative Committee, we concur in its recommendation 
that members of the dental profession throughout the state who are pro- 
fessionally or socially close to members of the General Assembly, be, with 
their permission, listed as key-men to co-operate with the committee in its 
legislative work. 

4. The Membership Committee is heartily commended both for its 
work and its report. We agree that a sufficient amount of money should be 
designated in the budget for continuation of the membership drive.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


R. M. Walls 


It has been a great honor to head the Pennsylvania State Dental So- 
ciety during the past year, to have the opportunity of representing you in 
the Halls of the Government, in the conference rooms of its officials, in the 
deliberations with the Healing Arts Groups, and in my visitations to the 
component groups of our society. I have been most proud of my position 
and have labored diligently to carry on the work begun by my illustrious 
predecessors, conscious of the heritage left by those patriarchs who founded 
this institution seventy-one years ago. 

Many of the activities of the year have been built around and con- 
ducted by the many standing and special committees. These groups will 
report later and so I will not dwell to any extent upon their work in this 
report. 

The first incident of importance after our last meeting was raised late 
in July by the call to a meeting of the members of the Committee on 
Medical Care of the “Goodrich Commission,” with the Secretary of the 
Department of Public Assistance. At this meeting, which I was unable to 
attend, Mr. Howe explained that he believed a limited amount of medical 
care should be supplied to the recipients of relief; that such a plan, limited 
to services rendered by physicians and pharmacists, be inaugurated on 
September 15th. You have read since of the inclusion of a limited amount 
of dentistry just before the plan was begun and also that nursing and the 
services of osteopathic physicians was included later, and that hospital 
clinics were to be paid for visits by clients of the Department of Public 
Assistance. 
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This new service required the appointment of committees of three men 
in each county to assist in carrying out the plan so that professional control 
of most of the activities might be assured. The response of these two hun- 
dred men was magnificent and I want to pay my tribute to them for their 
many hours of labor. Only so long as the services of these men prevail and 
are acceptable may we be certain of a freedom from non-professional 
control. 

On January 5, an extended program which would permit a more satis- 
factory service for children was offered to Mr. Howe, as it was under- 
stood that during January a permanent policy would be adopted. But the 
new administration facing a large deficit, desiring to levy no new taxes, is 
able to allocate only $2,100,000 for the biennium beginning June 1. As a 
result, the services of the Healing Arts Groups will be considerably cut, 
probably requiring a complete revision of existing plans. 

Legislation is being considered that will remove the medical care of 
recipients of relief from the Department of Public Assistance and place it 
in the Department of Health. This act also will continue the Healing Arts 
Assistance Groups on a legal basis. 

The Health Legislative Conference has played a very interesting role 
in our professional activities during the past year. This group, established 
about five years ago by the State Medical Society, is made up of two 
members of each of the Healing Arts professions and allied groups. Meet- 
ing upon the call of the chairman, legislative need and trends are discussed. 
To this group was presented by the representative of the State Medical 
Society, a plan to produce legislation that would permit the establishment 
of corporations to sell non-profit voluntary medical service insurance. These 
proposals were most unsatisfactory to any of the other groups and two 
sessions were held in an endeavor to secure changes that would make it 
possible for all of the healing arts groups—nurses, osteopaths, pharmacists, 
and dentists—to participate and to have a proportionate control. The 
medical representatives refused to compromise and on March 2tst intro- 
duced their bills in the House, which are numbered 685 and 686. 

Immediately the other groups secured capable legal advice and brought 
forth bills that will provide for Healing Arts Services instead of simply 
Medical Service. These bills were introduced into the House on April 3 
and are numbered 934 and 1098. At another session I will be glad to dis- 
cuss this problem with you if it is your desire. 

This Health Legislative Conference plays a great part in the building 
up of valuable contacts and relations among the groups that are concerned 
in the health of the residents of this state as well as.in the welfare of the 
members of the profession. I have attended all of the meetings in the past 
year along with M. J. Waas and W. D. Everhard, who have represented the 
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Society. Several members of the First District Dental Society have sat with 
us, at my request, and were convinced of the value of these sessions. We 
are all impressed with the need of maintaining at all times representation 
that will continue over a period long enough to build up an understanding 
of the many problems that arise in the state Capitol and to be able to com- 
mand a strong position at the conference tables that are a part of the life 
at the seat of our state government. 

As the result of the activities of the A. D. A., a plan was developed in 
1938 whereby dentists would be added to the Disaster Relief Committee of 
the Red Cross Chapters throughout the country. I had the pleasure of 
making 150 appointments to service in such a capacity with the local chap- 
ters of the American Red Cross in this Commonwealth. 

Taking up the suggestion of Past-President Fred Miller and following 
a movement throughout the country, a committee was established to en- 
courage the formation of Ladies’ Auxiliaries among the wives of the mem- 
bers of this society. A report of these activities will be given later. 

I have followed for sometime the plan begun in Michigan and spread- 
ing to Indiana, of securing for members of the State Dental Society a good 
Health and Accident Insurance Policy that could be sold at a rate low 
enough to be of interest to all our members. After many months investiga- 
tion, I set up a committee to take up the work who will report later. You 
have read about this coverage in the April JouRNAL and I recommend it for 
your consideration. A very important reason for securing this insurance 
was to bring to members additional benefits, since only members in good 
standing may participate. 

Early in my administration I made the statement that the first step in 
“law enforcement” would be to put our own house in order. The activity 
in this direction by district societies was very gratifying, yet many mem- 
bers have failed to fall in line. 

The next step must be the rigid enforcement of the act, and yet many 
things have arisen to hinder the plans of the Law Enforcement Committee. 
I was informed during the winter that the Pennsylvania Newspaper Asso- 
ciation was considering taking action to bring about a repeal of our entire 
act because of the non-advertising feature. When House Bill No. 453 was 
introduced by the morticians to prevent “price advertising,” then the 
“press” could hardly be restrained. This bill has not been favorably re- 
ported and I have the assurance that there will be no action this year by the 
publishers. It is well to stand in good favor with the press. In the many 
communities the publisher of the daily paper conducts a job-printing plant. 
Why not give your printing business to him in an attempt to compensate 
him in some measure for his loss of revenue from the advertising dentist. 
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On April 11, Attorney General Reno held a conference with Dr. A. J. 
Heffernan, President of the State Board of Examination and Licensure, 
and myself. This meeting had been arranged at his request because, he 
said, word had come to him that the officers of our society and the State 
Board members were hesitant about starting action against the most 
flagrant violators because these men were able to secure very able talent to 
defend them, surpassing any in his department. Mr. Reno also wanted us 
to proceed against the “big shots” first and assured us that his department 
would provide the State Board with sufficient backing. 

The State Board situation is far from being settled. During the last 
days of the special session in the Autumn, Doctor C. S. Kahle’s appoint- 
ment was confirmed by the Senate, but Drs. Heffernan, Fox, McCready, 
and Swivel are still unconfirmed. I have made no attempt officially to learn 
whether Governor James will present these names to the Senate or whether 
he will ask for new appointees. There has been no official communication 
from the Governor on this question. 

On July 17 death came to Dr. C. N. Johnson, editor of the Journal of 
the A. D. A. I am certain we all feel proud of the fact that a former mem- 
ber of this society, L. P. Anthony, was appointed to succeed him. 

I dwell but briefly on the passing of Otto J. Specker, a past president 
of this society, and serving at the time of his death as Trustee of the 
Fourth District. His work of later years as chairman of the JOURNAL and 
Harrisburg Property Committee are a monument to his interests and am- 
bitions. He did more for the State Society, in spite of his physical handi- 
cap, than any member in its organization. 

Gradually the services made available by the A. D. A. to the component 
societies are being extended. Your President has benefited this year in the 
Legislative service, which brings to us immediately every bill of interest 
that is introduced at Washington or at the many state capitols. Frequently 
these bills have been briefed or summarized at the Chicago office. 


I attended an interesting conference recently in Harrisburg called by 
the Pennsylvania Congress of Parents and Teachers, accompanied by 
Doctor Mendel. Representatives of the Department of Health, Department 
of Public Instruction, and the State Medical were present. The subject for 
consideration was the extension of the Health and Summer Round-up 
service into an all-year-round plan for the pre-school child. I committed 
this group to co-operate with the movement provided that there would be 
a greater interest shown in the development of a nutritional program for 
the instruction of parents. 

I have had an opportunity, upon the advice of .A. W. Bauman, of 
bringing to the attention of one of our teaching institutions a plan for de- 
veloping a course in practical dietetics that would permit the student body 
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to follow the results of improved dietary measures in relation to dental 
problems. 

I have had several conferences with Mrs. Los Owen, School Nursing 
Advisory in the Department of Public Instruction, attempting to get a 
better understanding of the activities of her department with the idea of 
correlating the several groups that are doing nutritional work in the state. 
I have found Mrs. Owen very interested and desirous of setting up a county 
or two as testing grounds. I have learned considerable from my conversa- 
tions with Doctor Bauman, who is associated with the Kirby Clinic in 
Wilkes-Barre, and I am convinced there must be a more uniform system 
adopted in this work, and I recommend that steps be taken to co-ordinate 
the activities of the various groups interested in the problem of nutrition. 

The New York Fair will attract many of us this summer. In Novem- 
ber I received a letter from the President of the Dental Society of the State 
of New York asking our financial aid in establishing and conducting the 
exhibit of dentistry to be installed in the Hall of Medical Science. We were 
asked to contribute, in conjunction with all of the State Dental Societies 
east of the Mississippi, twenty-five cents per member. This matter was re- 
ferred to the Board of Trustees who will discuss it at this meeting. 


Upon the request of the Odontological Society, I proclaimed the week 
of May 8 as Child Health Week in the Tenth and Eleventh Districts. Upon 
the request of the First District, I urged the framers of the new charter for 
the City of Philadelphia to state that on the Board of Health there shall be 
at all times a dentist. 


At the request of your President, the Secretary of Health was asked 
to introduce legislation that would enlarge the Advisory Group to the 
Department of Health so that each profession would be represented. At 
present, the law requires that there must be three physicians, although a 
member of our profession, Dr. John A. Meehan, of New Castle, served 
during the last administration. I regret to report that Doctor Shaw would 
not approve of the plan, but I hope the appointment will be made never- 
theless. 

As the result of a conference to which I was called by Dr. Shaw, 
Secretary of Health, I have submitted to him, with the assistance of Doctor 
Waas, a plan (1) to secure through Federal Funds a Dental Clinic Coach 
completely equipped ; (2) an allowance for maintenance and the salary of 
a dentist; (3) also a plan to make available for 40 dentists a six-day 
“refresher course” in children’s dentistry. This sum would include a 
stipend to cover in some part the expenses of the men and the entire tuition. 
This is not “trail blazing,” as Michigan, Indiana, Oregon, Utah, and Mis- 
sissippi and other states inaugurated similar plans last year. I would like 
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to say in our own defense that a year ago I was unable to interest the Secre- 
tary of Health of the last administration in this movement. 

You are, of course, interested in the status of the Dental Division. 
Repeatedly I have attempted to have a Bureau of Dentistry created but with 
no success. Doctor Waas, as you know, resigned November 1, to take 
effect January 1, or when his successor was selected. Doctor Shaw told 
me that he had a great many applicants for the position. The only informa- 
tion that he asked of me was why the department had at one time been dis- 
continued. I offered the assistance of myself and the officers of the society 
in helping him decide who should fill the position. Since writing the above, 
Dr. John R. Sutherland has accepted the position beginning May tst.* 


The membership for 1938 stood at 3,336, 225 below the year 1937, 
which was a rather good showing considering the fact that the dues were 
raised two dollars and a depression had set in. The First, Second, Third and 
Sixth Districts increased their members. The list in the Tenth District 
was greater than in the remaining six districts combined. I hope for better 
results out there this year. 

The membership campaign put on by our committee and assisted by a 
letter from the Chicago office over the signature of President Camalier, 
has produced to date 372 new members, which is something of which to be 
proud. 

You will have presented to you a report of the work that our Historian, 
R. E. Denney, has been doing quietly for several years, compiling the his- 
tory of the Society and, in part, facts concerning the men who have served 
as officers. Doctor Denney desires to be relieved of this task, and I will 
present the name of a member, well qualified, who has agreed to go on with 
this work at another session. 

An added interest should be taken in the history of this grand organi- 
zation in preparation and consideration of our 75th anniversary, which 
will be held in 1943. I recommend that the Board of Trustees appropriate 
a sum of money to underwrite the publishing of the history of our society 
during the Spring of 1943. I believe it might be advisable for a 75th 
Anniversary Committee to be organized during this year to lay the general 
work for a fitting celebration. 

I take great pride in the fact that one of our very prominent members, 
Emerson R. Sausser, of Philadelphia, was honored by the Governor last 
year as one who had performed meritorious services for the good of the 
Commonwealth. Doctor Sausser has long been associated with the promo- 
tion of dentistry for children and served as president of this organization 
in 1923. , 

*Dr. Sutherland has since decided not to take the position. EDITOR. 
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You will have an opportunity during this meeting of hearing a repre- 
sentative of the State Medical Society explain the plans for the activities 
of their Child Health Committee. It is possible that they may desire that 
we work in conjunction with them as was done during the existence of the 
State Child Emergency Health Committee. I urge you to listen attentively 
to our guest and to ask him questions. I am certain the incoming President 
will want an opinion from this body as to our line of action in the future. 
I am certain Walter E. Mendel, chairman of our own Child Emergency 
Health Committee, will report on this subject, too. 

I would like to call your attention to the Dental Centenary Celebration 
to be held in Baltimore March 18, 19, 20 next year, marking 100 years since 
the establishment of collegiate instruction in the science of dentistry. We 
are fortunate in having this meeting held in an adjoining State. 

I reported a year ago, as chairman of a special committee, the progress 
being made in rectifying certain omissions that were made at the time the 
name of our Society was changed in 1872. I am happy to report that our 
attorneys, Woodside, Hutchinson and Scott, have attended to these details 
making legal our present name and in addition altering our charter so that 
we may hold property in excess of the amount included in our original 
document. This last action was taken that the Society might purchase the 
property in Harrisburg. 

As you are aware, the action of the Board of Trustees in purchasing 
property in Harrisburg for a central office was approved by our body last 
year and the deal was consummated during the month of June, the offices 
transferred in September and the three apartments into which the balance 
of the building has been developed were occupied soon thereafter. One 
hitch in the plans of the Trustees developed when our financial agent was 
not satisfied with the limit set upon that body by the by-laws. This lack of 
power will be overcome by the adoption of an addition to Article III, 
Section 4. To the complete satisfaction of all concerned, four members of 
your society have been loaning their names to a series of notes making 
the purchase and the subsequent alterations possible. 

I think nothing can make one feel more forcibly the importance and 
the strength of this organization than to serve as its president. In no other 
way can one realize the vast amount of detail that is necessary in order 
that we may get the most for and give the most to our members. The es- 
tablishment of a central office and the employment of a full-time business 
manager have increased our activities and made it possible for a greater 
extension of our participation in the health problems of the Common- 
wealth and to secure services for our members and to assist our committees 
and to aid the officers of the component societies. As we grow and extend, 
it will be necessary to enlarge our working force. Greater use by the com- 
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plete organization of the business manager is possible, and I trust the Board 
of Trustees will study the problem with the result that his activities in the 
field may be increased and result in a greatly increased membership and a 
better understanding of our problems. 

Your President has traveled 12,960 miles in the past year attending 
to official duties. I am indeed grateful that the generosity of the Board of 
Trustees, with the approval of this body, has made it possible for me to 
respond to the calls of the various component organizations and the require- 
ments of the various government agencies. The many days away from my 
office, 47%, is my contribution which I have made gladly. To the various 
committees and officers who have made it possible for me to carry on, I am 
indeed appreciative. To the members of the Fifth District Dental Society, 
our host this year, I render my heartfelt thanks. To Doctor Hollister, 
aided by his most efficient secretary, Mrs. Blair, go the orchids. He has 
kept step with me day after day; in fact, I think he has been a half a step 
ahead, as all good secretaries should be. Much has been accomplished, 
much remains to be done, and new problems will always arise. To my suc- 
cessor, I leave the joy of accepting these challenges, with the knowledge that 
he can do the job and that you will all pledge him your heip. 


Report of the Committee on the President’s Address 
York, Pa., May 3, 1939. 

Your committee has read with interest and appreciation our President’s 
address. The heritages left by his predecessors, we feel, have been most 
adequately fulfilled by him as our President. 

We realize that the limited extent to which dentistry has been in- 
cluded in the plan of the Department of Public Assistance was due entirely 
to the vigilance manifested on the part of our President. The fine response 
of the committees appointed to assist in carrying out the plan was largely 
due to the esteem these men had in the leadership of Dr. Walls. Your 
committee realizing that the policies of the Department of Public Assist- 
ance being necessarily in a state of constant flux recommend the succeeding 
administration evidence equal vigilance in behalf of dentistry’s share in the 
relief program. 

We agree in the offered suggestion of the President that he further 
discuss bills 934 and 1098 with us so that we each will be versed in its 
content and can more intelligently assist the passage of same in our several 
districts. 

We thoroughly agree that representation be maintained at all times in 
the allied healing arts group to build up our understanding of the problems 
in the State Capitol, and we trust that the incoming President will draft 
Dr. Walls as one of our continuing representatives. 
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We highly endorse and encourage the formation of the Ladies’ Aux- 
iliary and also encourage further consideration and careful study of the 
health and accident policy for our members. 

We feel highly gratified and appreciative of the interest manifested 
by the Attorney General’s Office in enforcing the Dental Law. We recom- 
ment that the Society draw up a resolution at this session to be sent to the 
Attorney General’s Office expressing this appreciation for their whole- 
hearted efforts in co-operating with us in enforcing the Dental Law. 

In passing, we would remark that the State Board situation is fully 
covered in the Administrative Code and we therefore offer no further 
comments. 

Your committee endorses our President’s commitment to the develop- 
ment of a nutritional program and our further co-operation with a Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers. 

We suggest that the idea of correlating the several nutritional groups 
in the state be delegated to Dr. A. W. Bauman and that he report the 
progress and activities of these findings to our Society at the proper time. 

Your committee recommends that the State Society at this session 
send a communication to the Secretary of Health, Dr. John J. Shaw, stating 
our vital interest in having his fullest co-operation in securing federal 
funds for (1) a Dental Clinic coach, (2) a salary for dentist who operates 
same, (3) the Refresher Courses for dentists in children’s dentistry. 

Since new memberships prove the life blood of our Society, we recom- 
mend that we continue an annual membership campaign with the assistance 
of the Chicago office. 

If cognizance has not already been taken, we suggest a letter of ap- 
preciation be sent Dr. Denny for his labor and preparation of the history 
of our Society. 

We endorse the recommendation of our President concerning prepar- 
ations for our 75th Anniversary and further endorse his recommendation 
that the Board of Trustees appropriate a sum of money, if available, for 
publishing the history of our Society. 

On the subject of our participation in the activities of the Child Health 
Committee, we should fully co-operate with the Medical Society Commit- 
tee if and when they desire it. However, it is the feeling of your commit- 
tee that we should design a plan of our own for this most important work 
in the event that our co-operation is not sought by them. A special com- 
mittee would be necessary for this work. 

We appreciate the forward step we have made in acquiring our own 
headquarters in Harrisburg and take this opportunity to thank the four 
unnamed members who have so generously obligated themselves in behalf 
of the society. 
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In the concluding lines of our President’s address we begin to gain 
some insight into the ever increasing burdens that have to be borne by the 
incumbent of this office, and we feel more than ever grateful to Dr. Walls, 
our beloved President, for his unselfish and untiring efforts in the behalf of 
organized dentistry.

REPORTING ON THE OLD AGE PENSION PLAN 


The current problem of the dental profession is not primarily scien- 
tific advancement but economic stability. We have made a great stride 
forward in this State toward that end by the elimination of the advertising 
dentist, which was an economic menace. Socialized dentistry looms alarm- 
ingly on our horizon as an additional threat to our economic progress, and 
couple this with the present unemployment situation and we have a rather 
unsatisfactory financial structure 

The public needs much more dental attention than it now receives and 
our dentists deserve a much better financial return than they now average. 
Until this condition is remedied and the public educated to the point that 
their health demands these services and are willing to compensate the 
dentist fully for it, how are we to provide for the proverbial rainy day or 
for our declining years? 

The obvious solution is an annuity and we call in a representative of 
an insurance company, and when the rates are quoted and compared to our 
curtailed incomes, we find that we cannot afford this splendid protection. 
So I cast about for a solution and found that government employees were 
pensioned and that various industrial groups and even a professional group, 
the teachers in our own state had seized the opportunity to bask in the sun 
of economic independence and old age security, and, what was more amaz- 
ing, upon investigation, at a fraction of the cost which applied to indi- 
viduals. 

So if these groups could do it, why not our own group who by their 
own professional status are automatically excluded from participation in 
our present state old age pension set up, receive similar benefits, and we can. 

The plan I have been working on will pay a hundred dollars a month 
at age 60 or 65, payable as long as the insured lives, and at present calcula- 
tion will cost, depending on the age of the participant, between forty and 
sixty dollars per year, less than fifteen cents a day. It will probably be 
necessary to have a moratorium for a few years in order to enable us to 
build up a reserve fund. This would inflict no hardships to any one, as in 
the event of death the amount paid in would be refunded to the heirs of the 
insured. 
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It is also probable that we may have to underwrite this plan with an 
established insurance company until such time as we are able to handle it 
ourselves. In one sense this might be the better plan as it would lessen the 
waiting period and rid us of the burden of investing the money accumu- 
lated in a satisfactory manner. I do not believe even the most dubious can 
question the economic value of the plan, and from a membership standpoint 
I really believe it would be the panacea which we have been striving for not 
only in gaining new members but in holding our present membership. In 
addition, the moral uplift this plan would bring to each individual in know- 
ing that his own profession was extending to him this helping hand should 
prove of inestimable value. However, the success of this Old Age Pension 
Plan depends entirely upon your unanimous acceptance of it and may I 
urge you all to consider it thoroughly and in the best interests of your 
Society and for your own and your family’s future welfare vote affirma- 
tively on it.

A CRITICISM OF THE REPORT “THE COSTS OF 
DENTAL CARE UNDER HEALTH INSURANCE” 


Published by the Chicago Dental Society. (The Swanish Report) 
Herbert E. Phillips, D. D. S. 


Editorial Note: 
Your editor felt that this criticism should be published in the June 
issue of the JOURNAL, but the space available would not allow it except in 

an abstracted or condensed version. 

Dr. Phillips has written a very interesting and highly enlightening 
criticism. Apparently he has plenty of ammunition for his attack, and if 
his criticism is based on the true premises it appears to be, the Swanish 
report and the handling of the Swanish report are both badly in need of 
ventilation. 

His attack is based on the plausible theory that any report used in the 
way this one was used should be “an unbiased, scientific piece of work.” 
The Swanish report was made up from the records of some 4,000 examin- 
ations made of industrial workers ; full mouth x-rays were taken in every 
case. The critic’s first contention is that the report is not a proper evalua- 
tion and compilation of the findings in the record cards; secondly, that the 
study, although misleading and incorrect, was sequestered and secreted se 
that it could not be appraised or criticized before it was used as a club to kill 
off any Health Insurance schemes. (The editor of the Bulletin of the 
Chicago Dental Society was unable to get the report for review. ) 
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Some of the reasons for challenging the validity of the report are: 

(1) Emphasis is placed on figures which the statisticians claim prove 
that there is no correlation between “last visit to a dentist” and the costs of 
dental care. Phillips reminds us that “Over and over again dentists have 
proved that there is a correlation of great magnitude between costs of 
dental care and the last (periodic) visit to the dentist He also reminds us 
that both these conclusions are true if the facts are kept in mind. The pro- 
fession’s conclusion is based on the yearly costs of dental care for patients 
who visit the dentist regularly after receiving a complete dental health 
service. The statisticians’ conclusion was based on the yearly cost of dental 
care for four thousand industrial employees (usually having neglected 
mouths) who at the last visit to the dentist had received dental care of an 
unknown amount. The two types of patients are, from a dental standpoint, 
in widely separated categories. 

(2) Quoting from the Swanish report, “A Health Insurance fund 
should it undertake to meet the actual needs of persons covered in the 
scheme, would be obliged to spend on the average the sum indicated ($53).” 

Dr. Phillips calls your attention to several points affecting this sum; 

‘ that the estimates of the cost of services needed were made solely from 
record cards and x-rays (the average rate of examination was twenty 

_ patients per hour) ; the fee schedule was “representative of prices charged 

by dentists treating business executives, professional men and women, 

office and factory workers” (the fee schedule used in Health Insurance 

schemes are always based on fees charged in working class districts) ; 

diagnosis of treatment needed and type of restoration or appliances needed 

was done by “experienced dental assistants and technicians.” Dr. Phillips’ 

comment is: It would have been impossible for the most experienced den- 

tist to decide the proper treatment in every case without seeing the patient. 

Note: The criticisms just made were submitted to Dr. C. Carroll 
Stewart (who examined 1,500 of the employees) and Dr. Stewart said 
that the statements were true and described the situation accurately. 

(3) No allowance was made for a patient “lag” or a lack of demand 
by the patients for the services needed, nor was any allowance made for 
the great difference between the initial cost of dental care and the main- 
tenance costs. 

Quoting Dr. Phillips’ paper verbatim, his closing paragraph may well 
serve as the closing paragraphs of this summary: 

“The writer took the Chicago Dental Society report to the University 
of Chicago for appaisal. Mr. Jaffe of the Statistical Department presented 
an analysis from which the following comments are taken: 

“*Presumably the main purpose of this report is to deter- 
mine the probable cost of dental care needed by the working 
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classes ; and from these data to determine whether or not a Health 
e Insurance program is feasible. This study has actually achieved 
if only a superficial analysis of 4,211 cases. Practically no data 
e whatsoever have been presented which are necessary for an eval- 
if uation of a Health Insurance program. 
& “*The only contribution which has been made in this re- 
¢ port has been to point out some of the differentials which exist in 
. regard to dental necessity. The cost for women is less than that 
h for men, of young people less than of old ones; the cost for per- 
, sons with few dependents is less than that for those having many 
d dependents. But even these differentials have not really been 
- proven. Nowhere in the presentation has cross tabulation been 
f given. 
d “*The sample in regards to age and sex composition is not 
‘ even representative of the gainfully occupied Chicago population. 
Y Thus, by failing to recognize the limitations of the sample, it is 
: impossible to generalize honestly from the sample. Such gener- 
. alizations can be made, but they would require a far more so- 
. phisticated analysis than was made. 
d “One further point should be mentioned. Some 4,000 per- 
1, sons were diagnosed. But are these persons representative of the 
e several tens of millions who would be covered by an insurance 
: program? The answer is very probably not. In fact, these 4,000 
d are not even representative of the gainfully occupied persons in 
‘ the city of Chicago, where the study was made. 
“Tn regard to estimating the costs of dental care, the rates 
. used for converting the physical needs into dollars sums were 
l “representative of prices charged by dentists treating business 
/ executives, professional men and women, office and factory 

workers.” The cases were largely from the working class, but 
| these rates were not the rates of the dentists whom these people 
: would patronize. The data on average costs is of questionable 
: accuracy. 
| “*The study has not answered the basic problem as to whether 

or not a given person can reduce his dental bill by visiting the den- 
, tist regularly. Such could be determined only by studying the 
i records over a period of time of the same individuals. 

“Tn tabulating the average cost of dental need according to 
the length of time since the last visit to a dentist, the assumption 
is made that any case is interchangeable with any other case, an 
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assumption which is obviously false. The report states that those 
who have not visited a dentist for ten years or so have no higher 
dental bills than those who have just visited one. From this it 
would seem likely that any person can wait indefinitly ; his mouth 
will cost him the same amount now that it will ten years from 
now.”

RoLE OF SWEAT AS A FUNGICIDE WITH SPECIAL REFERENCE TO USE OF 
CONSTITUENTS OF SWEAT IN THE THERAPY OF FUNGUS INFECTIONS 


By S. M. Peck, H. Rosenfeld, W. Leifer and W. Bierman 


After establishing the fungicidal power of sweat, Peck and his collab- 
orators attempted to treat fungous infections by topical applications of 
some of the ingredients, singly and in combination. This constitutes a more 
nearly physiologic approach to the therapy of fungus infections. Artificial 
sweat made according to analyses of the authors was fungicidal. Applica- 
tions of ingredients of sweat, such as mixtures of lactic, propionic, butyric 
and ascorbic acid in proper concentrations, have proved valuable in the 
treatment of fungous infections.

FunGus INFECTIONS OF THE HANDS AND FEET TREATED BY 
IONTOPHORESIS OF COPPER 
By Howard W. Haggard, M. J. Strauss and L. A. Greenberg 
Haggard and his associates describe a method of treating fungus 
infections of the feet and hands by passing copper, which is highly fungi- 
cidal, through the skin by iontophoresis. Thirty-seven patients, on whom a 


diagnosis or dermatophytosis had been made, were treated. The majority 
of the infections were severe and of long standing. 


The majority of patients treated by this method were relieved of all 
symptoms. The number of treatments necessary varied from four, given 
over a period of two weeks, to eighteen given over a period of eight weeks.
